Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to independent claim 1 , the prior art does not specifically disclose or 
suggest a self-canceling turn signal wherein the turn signal is responsive to a difference 
of the wheel velocities by signaling a turn while the difference in wheel velocity is 
greater than a predetermined difference. 

With regards to independent claim 9, the prior art does not specifically disclose or 
suggest a self-canceling turn signal method wherein the turn signal is canceled when a 
difference in wheel velocities is less than a predetermined difference. 

With regards to independent claim 15, the prior art does not specifically disclose 
or suggest a system of self-canceling a turn signal comprising means for canceling a 
turn signal if the difference in the wheel velocities is less than a predetermined 
difference.
